This section is followed by that of English hammered 
gold including many extremely rare varieties not represented in The Schneider Collection. To 
conclude the first day we offer a selection of Early Anglo Saxon, English Milled coinage and 
coin cabinets. 


Day two commences with the second part of the Michael Sarnefors Collection of Indian coins and 
includes a Prinsep’s Pattern % Rupee believed to be unique (lot 1152). Other properties include an 
extremely rare Samudragupta Tiger-slayer Dinar (lot 1208), a Kumaragupta I Elephant-rider Dinar 
(lot 1237) and a Muhammad Akbar II first-year Mohur, also believed to be unique (lot 1339) 


This is followed by a good selection of British Colonial, East India Company and Russian coins and 
Commemorative medals and includes a Nicholas I Platinum 12-Roubles 1831 and a Platinum 
6-Roubles of 1830 (lots 1596 and 1597). The auction continues with Central and Southern America, 

European and World coinage and concludes with a comprehensive selection of Islamic Coinage. 


The third and final day of our auction is made up of a wide selection of Commemorative medals 
and includes a selection representing the life and reign of Queen Anne. This is followed by Naval 
medals and other medals of the world. A nice group of 17, 18" and 19" Century British Tokens 
follows. The penultimate section covers orders, decorations and military medals and finally a 
varied selection of numismatic books.

The extraordinary rarity of this coin is suggested by the historical events that mention the puppetry reign of the Prince 
Muhammad Akbar as lasting only for two days, 15" October 1788 to 17" October 1788. The Hijra year 1203 was the 
period of turmoil and change of Emperors. It saw the rule of Delhi changing from the hands of Shah Alam II to Bedar 
Bakht, from Bedar Bakht to Muhammad Akbar II and from Muhammad Akbar II to Shah Alam II again. The young 
Prince Akbar II was enthroned by the Rohilla chief Ghulam Qadir on 15° October 1788. Mirza Akbar Shah wrote to 
Nawab Faizullah Khan: ” ...on 14" Muharram (15" October) the imperial throne was illuminated by our august accession and 
the sound of the kettle-drum of felicitations reached the ears of the inhabitants of earth and the world abovet ... the face of gold and 
silver coins shone brighter than the sun and the moon by the effluence of the impression, of our name on them”. This reign was 
very short lived when Ghulam Qadir ran away and Mahadji Scindhia captured Delhi to reinstate the blind emperor 
Shah Alam II to the throne on 17" October 1788. 

It is very interesting to note that the emperor has left us a written record of the fact that K/uitba was read and coins 
were struck in both metals, gold and silver, (at least for two days 15" and 16” October 1788), and that both such coins 
have been discovered.
